He ohoBe 
civil procedure, tTiereby asaum- 
the burden of pixjof. 
"But." aaid Judge Harrison. "If 
the issue were being tried as a crim- 
inal action, charging the Saviour 
with being an impostor, and I were 
appearing as counsel fur the defend- 
ant, the lirst thiiiK I would do. after 
tile testimony of the prosecution 
was submitted, would be to demur { 
to the evidence. For if all the evi- 
dence which the infidel world has 
been able to dlaeover In 1 900 years, 
together with all <he puny phloso- 
phy which has been picked out of 
the pigmy heads ol sk. |iilis during 
all these centuries, were offered in 
evidence in support of the charge, 
there is not a civilised court in all 
Christendom that wo^ld not. with- 
out hesitatioa, auataia the demurrer 
to the evidence anQ discharge the 
defendant." 

"It will be unntuessary to ofter 
in evidence," continued the speaker,
